Under  public 
pressure,  the  detergent  industry's  first 
reaction  was  to  replace  them  with  soda. 
Last  year  some  4,000  persons  were 
treated  at  poison  control  centers 
throughout  the  country  after  swallowing 
detergents.  Had  the  detergents  contained 
soda  instead  of  phosphate,  these  people 
would  all  be  dead.  As  Philip  Handler,  the 
President  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences,  put  it  "the  lesson  to  those  who 
hurredly  attempt  simplistic  solutions  to 
grave  problems  is  'use  well  before 
shaking'."

Therefore,  we  are  faced  with  an  entirely 
new  situation  in  education  where  the  goal, 
if  we  are  to  survive,  must  be  the 
facilitation  of  change  and  the  facilitation 
of  learning.  The  only  man  who  is  edu- 
cated is  the  man  who  has  learned  how 
to  adapt  and  change;  the  man  who  has 
realized  that  no  knowledge  is  secure  and 
that  only  the  process  of  seeking  knowl- 
edge gives  a  basis  for  security,  the  man 
that  has  learned  how  to  learn.  Changing- 
ness,  a  reliance  on  process  rather  than 
upon  static  knowledge,  is  the  only  thing 
that  makes  any  sense  as  a  goal  for  edu- 
cation in  the  modern  world.

Much 
significant  learning  is  acquired  through 
~£*  doing  and  learning  is  facilitated  when  the 

student  participates  responsibly  in  the 
learning  process.  But  the  most  socially 
useful  learning  in  the  modern  world  is  the 
learning  of  the  process  of  learning,  a 
continuing  openness  to  experience  and 
incorporation  into  oneself  of  the  process 
of  change 

The  basis  of  any  significant  learning 
process  is  found  in  the  attitude  and 
method  of  the  facilitator,  or  if  you  will, 
the  teacher  The  facilitator  has  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  setting  the  initial  mood  or 
climate  of  the  class  experience.  If  his  own 
basic  philosophy  is  one  of  trust,  this 
feeling  will  be  transmitted  in  many  subtle 
ways.  The  facilitator  helps  to  elicit  and 
explain  the  purposes  of 


general  purposes  of  the  entire  class.  It 
should  then  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
student  to  implement  those  purposes 
which  have  personal  meaning  as  the 
motivational  force  behind  significant 
learning.  The  facilitator  must  regard 
himself  as  a  flexible  resource  to  be 
utilized  by  the  class.  As  attidues  \ 


eptable 


functioning  as  a  facilitator  of 
learning,  the  teacher  should  endeavor  to 
recognize  and  accept  his  limitations.  The 
teacher  can  grant  freedom  to  the  extent 
that  he  is  comfortable  in  giving  such 
freedom.  This  also  applies  to  sharing 
feelings  and  attitudes,  and  participating 


learning  experience 
Once  their  limitations  are  accepted,  both 
teachers  and  students  will  be  aware  of  a 
strong  foundation  fore 


significant  learning. 

For    the    student.    I    believe    that 
significant  learning  is  achieved  only  when 

the  case.  If  we  are  lead,  patronized, 
confused  or  thwarted  in  our  educational 
experience,  it  is  only  because  we  allow  it 
to  happen.  We  cannot  continue  to  be 
passive    learners.    Significant    learning 

it  can  often  be  a  struggle.  The  key  to 
success  in  such  a  process  is  the  desire  of 
the  learner.  Perhaps  desire  is  too 
idealistic  a  word.  We  are  forced  by  our 
society  into  a  state  of  constant  learning  if 
we  hope  to  keep  pace  with  the  constant 
change.  Each  student  must  make  a  kind 
of  contractual  agreement  with  each  of  his 
teachers.  If  significant  learning  is  to  be 
achieved,  the  goals  of  the  student  and  the 
teacher  must  coincide.  Any  grading  must 
be  defined  by  the  ability  and  success  of 
both  participants  in  the  learning 
experience.  This  judgement  cannot  be 
arbitrary,  to  be  truly  justified,  it  must  be 
determined  by  both  the  teacher  and  the 
student.  Ideally,  grading  should  take  the 
form  of  written  evaluations  by  both 
teacher  and  student.  If  such  shallow 
grading  systems  as  we  have  now  continue 
to  be  required  by  society,  we  should  not 
limit  ourselves  to  this  shallowness.  The 
significance  of  any  learning  experience  is 
in  its  value  to  the  learner.  From  such 
valuable  experiences,  our  motivation  for 
learning  is  created. 

Education  must  be  a  constantly 
renewed  process.  We  cannot  afford 
complacency  or  sluggishness  within 
ourselves  or  within  our  educational 
istantly  strive  to 
build  the  atmosphere  most  conducive  to 
significant  learning.  Learning  requires  a 
great  amount  of  freedom  within  ourselves 
and  within  our  environment.  We  are 
mature,  responsible  individuals  capable 
of  administering  and  benefiting  from  such 
freedom.  My  philosophy  of  education  is 
one  of  self-motivated  learning.  I  think 
that  in  a  community  involved  in  this 
process,  real  freedom  can  be  attained,  the 
participants  can  thrive  in  an  atmosphere

Fourteen  Join  Faculty  For  1971-72 


Fourteen  new  faculty  members  have 
joined  the  Mary  Washington  College  staff 
for  the  1971-72  school  session  including 
several  in  new  areas  of  study.

The  College  and  the  Alumnae  Association  wish  to  thank  the  friends  listed  in  this 
report  for  their  encouragement  and  support.  In  a  very  real  sense  they  are  partners  in 
the  development  of  the  College  because  their  gifts  provide  new  opportunities  for  faculty 
members  and  students  through  scholarships,  research  and  study  grants,  additions  to  the 
rare  book  and  permanent  art  collections,  and  the  Distinguished  Visitor  in  Residence 
Program.
